Rev. Howard Melish declares that 
unless economic conditions are chang 
ed the num ber will be doubled within 
the next five years. 
More than one-half will be of inde­ 
pendent means who have married men 
with the expectation 
of 
supporting 
them , as is the assertion made by the 
New YTork Sunday World. 
Such is Mrs, 
Powell’s 
statement, 
based upon her own personal knowl­ 
edge and observations of the present 
trend of the times. 
It is an acknowledged fact among 
all statisticians that one-fifth of the

women wrage earners. 
From the W omen’s Trades Union 
comes the statem ent that of the 5,000,- 


I citizens whose official capacity and 
experience have been of a character to 
justify such conclusions 
For an Object Lesson. 
If the 50,000 women wage earners 
who support husbands or other male 
relatives should join forces with the 
other estim ated 50,000 women whose 
finances permit the luxury of a hus­ 
band. and the full 
complement 
of 
100.000 paraded down Fifth avenue, 
double 
file, 
it 
w’ould 
require 
ten 
hours for them to pass the reviewing 
stand. 
Simultaneously there would appear 
the thrilling spectacle of 100,000 men 
ranged along the sidewalks to cheer 
the progress of those wrho supply their 
daily bread.

do you good if you take it properly, 
and you cannot afford to have the 
garden go to pieces just when a little 
work will pull it through in grand 
shape.

— All That Is Needed Is Few Yards 


of Sheeting of Good Qaulity, 


Torn Into Strips. 


The Rag Doll 
Baby, scientifically 
known as the rag doll seed corn tes­ 
ter. has been pronounced the greatest 
infant of recent years. 
Also the most 
popular because it has been nursed 
by a majority of the school children 
of the United States. 
Not cnly did this pet in its first 
year make two blades of grass grow 
for one, but it claims credit for last 
year’s banner corn crop. 
It is said 
to have added millions to the crop's 
value. 
This is merely an inexpensive ar­ 
rangem ent whereby progressive farm ­ 
ers and their children test seed corn 
before planting. 
Half a dozen ker­ 
nels of corn are taken from each ear 
of seed corn, tile kernels are laid on 
numbered squares of cloth, the cloth 
dampened and rolled together 
and 
loosely tied. 
A score 
or

of 
“babies’* are placed in a pail or tub 
of lukewarm w ater and left there for 
about 12 to 18 hours. 
Five to eight 
days later the 
cloths 
are carefully 
unrolled and tho

BLIGHT FOR THE APPLES 


Tw ig 
Disease 
Is 
Prevalent 
in 
souri, Investigator Says. 
Mis- 


Columbia, Mo., May 23.—The apple 


crop in the Ozark region is iii danger 
of being out short from 25 to 50 per 
cent by the twig blight. 
This is the 
opinion of W. L. Howard, professor 
of horticulture at the rn iv e rsity of 
Missouri, who has just returned from 
Southwest Missouri, where he con­ 
duct! >d spraying demonstrations. 
“The blight is affecting some vari­ 
eties worse than o th ers/' said Prof. 
Howard. 
“But all varieties are some 
what affected. 
Tin1 Jonathans seem 
to be suffering the worst. 
“They were better filled with fruit 
and the effects of the disease is more 
noticeable In them. 
Other varieties 
that will be cut short are the black 
twig, Missouri pippin and the York.” 
Prof. Howard says the disease is 


worst in the southwestern part of 
the state. 
He says that the peach 
prospect is one of the best in bis­ 
ter v.

He really told his 
audio n e e 
t h a t 
they had all been 
Satan’s lie. 
And he really 
told spirit mediums that they were 
the mediums, not between dead and 
living humans, but between hum ans 
and dem ons—the fallen angels. 
And 
yet the Pastor said all this in such a 
kindly, 
sympathetic 
m anner 
that 
surely none could take offense. 
Evi­ 
dently no offense was intended, but 
merely the presentation of w hat the 
speaker assuredly believes to be the 
teaching of the Bible. 
He opened his address by noting 
the fact that the common conception 
respecting 
S atan’s 
appearance and 
whereabouts is wholly false, built not 
upon th e Bible, but upon hum an tra ­ 
dition, 
hum an 
imagination, handed 
down from a darker day. 
The Pastor 
believes in a real, personal Satan, 
and believes him to be Belzebub, the 
prince of demons. 
In other w’ords, 
he believes the Bible to teach that 
Satan is an angel of higher rank than 
ordinary angels and 
possessed 
of 
superior powers. 
Hence he outranks 
those who are with him, and perforce 
is their leader, or prince. 
T h a t Satan is not in ^ m e far-off 
place with his fallen angels, torturing 
millions of the human family in fur­ 
naces, the Pastor made very clear. 
He showed that nothing of the kind 
is taught in the Scriptures. 
On the 
contrary, they teach that Satan and 
his host, since the Deluge, are under 
restraint, confined to T artarus, our 
e a rth ’s 
atmosphere. 
They 
cannot 
w ander around the universe, as be­ 
fore. 
Satan is very literally, there­ 
fore, “the prince of the power of the 
air," and his associate demons are 
mem bers of this aerial, or spirit pow­ 
er, malevolent as respects everything 
th a t is of God and righteousness, and 
especially the foes, therefore, of such 
of hum anity as renounce the works 
of the flesh and the Devil, and seek 
to walk in the footsteps of Jesus.

nder such circumstances they 
are

to 
be insane, 
although doctors know that many of 
these have no mental disease, 
but 
are controlled by outside influences.

Father of Truth. 
Our Lord not only said that Satan. 
is the father of lie3, but intimated 
that the lying spirit is of Satan, say­ 
ing to some who opposed the truth, 
Ye are of >our father, the d e v i l , is his 
works ye do. 
“He was a murderer 
fiom th** beginning and abode not in 
the tru th ” (John 8:44). On the con­ 
trary, God, the Father of Light and 
the father of the truth, is the per­ 
sonification of light, truth, even as 
Satan 
personifies 
d a rk n e s s 
error, 


The Children of the Light. 
The conflict 
between 
light 
and 
darkness, truth and error 
has pro­ 
gressed for more than six thousand 
years. God’g Word is always truth. 
Jesus prayed, “ Sanctify them through 
thy truth ;thv word is truth.”
